September.  The  addition  will  help  RCC  Photography  Technolog)'  and 
Photofinishing  graduates  compete  in  todays  high  technolog)'  workplace. 

At  around  $4  million,  this  is  the  largest  building  program  the  College  has 
undertaken  since  the  late  1970s  when  a  $2.5  million  local  bond  relerendum 
provided  funds  for  three  new  buildings.  The  current  building  program  is  being 
funded  from  both  local  and  state  monies,  including  $2.8  million  from  the  statewide 
bond  referendum  passed  in  November  1993. 

The  building  program  also  includes  an  addition  to  the  Design  Center,  a  new  Health 
&  Science  Center,  and  the  purchase  of  United  Products  property  on  Industrial  Park 
Avenue.  Also  on  the  drawing  board  for  the  future,  but  not  included  in  the  current 
$4  million  capital  construction  plan,  are  a  new  Campus  Store  &  Administrative 
Support  Center,  estimated  to  cost  $630,000,  and  an  Emergency  Services  Training 
Center,  which  the  College  is  currently  discussing  with  fire,  EMS  and  law 
enforcement  agencies  in  Randolph  Count)'^.
